ſeven hundred and fixty-nine, by Ulyfes Fitzmaurice, Eſquire, then 
Commander in Chief in this Government, to paſs an Act for the Eſtab- 
liſhment of a Court of Chancery in this Iſland ; be it therefore, and it 
is hereby enacted by Your Majeſty's moſt dutiful, loyal, and obedient 
Subjes, the Commander in Chief of Your Majeſty's Southern Caribbee 
Iſlands, and the Council and Aſſembly of this Your Majeſty's Iſland 
cables, © of Tobago, and by the Authority of the ſame, That, from and after the 
Publication of this Act, a Court of Chancery be, and 1s hereby eſta- 
bliſhed to be holden, by his Excellency the Captam General, when upon 
this Iſland, and Four or more Members of Your Majeſty's Council 
provided no One of the faid Counſellors be Party to any Cauſe thet

vided always, That no Perſon ſhall be deemed qualified to fit as a 
Member of the ſaid Court of Chancery by virtue of this Act, until he 
ſhall have taken in the ſaid Court the following Oath : —_ 


Oath to be taken, TJ A. B. do fwear, That I will well and faithfully execute the Office of a 
' Member of the Court of Chancery in this Iſland, without Partiality, 
Favour, or Afﬀettion to any; and that I will adminiſter equal Fuſtice to 
all the Suitors in the ſaid Court according to the beſt of my Skill and Know- 
ledge in the Laws of Great Britain, and of this Colony.

WHEeREAs the Governor and Commander in Chief of His og 
Iſland of Tobago in America, with the Council and*Afembly of the faid 


Iſland, did, in 1774 and 1775, paſs Two As, which have been tranſ- 
mitted, intituled as follows ; v:z. 


An Af for the good Order and Government of Slaves; and for re- 
pealing an Att of this Iſland, intituled, An A&t for the good Order 
and Government of Slaves, and for keeping them under proper 
Reſtraint ; for eſtabliſhing the Method of Trial in capital Caſes; 


and other Regulations for the greater Security of that Part of 
the Inhabitants Property. | 


An Af for eſtabliſhing a Court of Chancery in this Iſland. 
Which As, together with a Repreſentation from the Lords Com- 


 miſſhoners for Trade and Plantations thereupon, having been referred 


to the Conſideration of a Committee of the Lords of His Majeſty's 
moſt Honourable Privy Council, the faid Lords of the Committee did 
this Day report as their Opinion to His Majeſty, that the ſaid Acts are 
fit to receive His Majeſty's Royal Confirmation : His Majeſty, taking 
the ſame into Conſideration, was pleaſed, with the Advice of His Privy 
Council, ' to declare His Approbation of the ſaid Acts ; and purſuant to 
His Majeſty's Royal Pleaſure thereupon expreſſed, the ſaid Acts are 
hereby confirmed, finally enated, and ratified accordin ly ; whereof 
the Governor or Commander in Chief of His Majeſty's FRE Iſland of 
Tobago for the Time being, and all others wham it may concern, are 
to take Notice, and govern themſelves accordingly. _
